REPORT  OF  THE  COUNTY  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF 

HEALTH. 


The  major  health  services,  for  which  the  County  Council  are 
responsible,  are  dealt  with  first,  while  separate  sections  follow  deal- 
ing with  the  minor  health  services  for  which  the  County  and  Town 
Councils  are  each  responsible  in  their  respective  areas. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  following  statistics  relate  to  the  whole  County  including 
the  Burghs. 

Population. — The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  civilian 
population  of  the  County  to  the  middle  of  1940  was  33,176,  an 
increase  of  103  on  last  year’s  figure.

Births. — The  number  of  births  (corrected  for  transfers) 
assigned  to  the  County,  was  545,  of  which  285  were  males  and  260 
females.  The  birth  rate  per  1,000  estimated  population  was  15.5. 
This  figure  is  estimated  on  the  total  population  in  which  an  allow- 
ance is  made  for  males  in  the  Armed  Forces.  Last  year’s  figure 
was  16.7. 

There  were  27  illegitimate  births  equal  to  a rate  of  5 per  100 
births  as  compared  with  5.3  in  1939. 

Still  Births. — There  were  23  still  births  (9  male,  14  female) . 
The  corresponding  rate  was  40  per  1,000  births  as  compared  with 
42  for  Scotland. 
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Infantile  Mortality. — The  deaths  of  Infante  under  one  \ear 
numbered  47,  a decrease  of  4 on  last  year’s  figure.  The  infantile 
mortality  rate  was  86  per  1,000  births  compared  with  93  last  year. 
The  figure  for  Scotland  was  78. 

Marriages. — The  marriages  numbered  628  • q f valent  to  a rate 
of  9.2  per  1,000  estimated  population.  In  deciding  tibia  rate,  the 
Registrar  General  makes  an  allowance  for  males  in  the  Armed 
Forces.  Last  year’s  figure  was  241  and  the  corresponding  rate  was 
7.3. 

Deaths. — After  allowing  for  transfers,  deaths  from  all  ca 
numbered  452,  of  which  228  were  male  and  224  female,  giving  a 
corrected  and  adjusted  death  rate  of  13.5  per  1,000  estimated  popu- 
lation. The  death  rate  is  1.1  higher  than  that  of  last  year  and  1.1 
above  the  mean  of  the  preceding  five  years. 

The  following  were  the  chief  causes  of  death  during  1940: — 

Heart  Disease,  97 ; Cancer,  49 ; Cerebral  Haemorrhage,  47 ; 
Bronchitis,  30;  Congenital  Debility,  25;  Old  Age,  23;  Violence,  22: 
Tuberculosis  (all  forms),  20;  Nephritis  and  other  genito-urinary 
diseases,  18;  Pneumonia  (all  forms),  16;  and  Influenza,  15. 

Principal  Epidemic  Diseases. — Influenza  accounted  for  15 
deaths ; typhoid  fever,  1 ; measles,  1 ; whooping  cough,  1 ; 
diphtheria,  2;  and  cerebro-spinal  fever,  1. 

The  total  of  21  deaths  gave  a death  rate  of  0.63  compared  with 
0.33  for  the  previous  year  and  with  a mean  of  0.47  for  the  preceding 
five  years. 

Tuberculous  Diseases. — There  were  17  deaths  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  giving  a death  rate  of  0.51  compared  with  0.30  for  last 
year.  The  average  rate  for  the  last  five  years  was  0.36. 

The  3 deaths  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  represented  a 
death  rate  of  0.09  compared  with  0.18  for 'the  previous  year  and 
with  an  average  of  0.09  for  the  last  quinquennial  period. 

Cancer. — This  disease  accounted  for  49  deaths  (23  male  and  26 
female)  compared  with  55  during  last  year.  All  but  6 deaths 
occurred  in  persons  over  55  years  of  age. 

Cerebral  Haemorrhage,  etc*. — There  were  47  deaths  due  to 
cerebral  haemorrhage.  All  but  one  were  persons  over  55  years  of 
age. 

Diseases  of  the  Circulatory  System. — Heart  disease  accounted 
for  97  of  the  104  deaths  in  this  group. 

Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  System. — There  were  49  deaths  due 
to  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  excluding  tuberculosis. 
Pneumonia  accounted  for  16  and  Bronchitis  for  30  of  the  total 
deaths. 
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Diseases  of  the  Genito-urinary  System. — There  were  18  deaths 
due  to  diseases  of  this  system  of  which  9 were  attributed  to  nephritis 
and  9 to  other  causes. 

Violent  Deaths. — There  were  22  deaths  of  which  1 was  suicidal 
and  21  accidental  (13  male,  8 female). 

Table  I.  of  .Appendix  gives  the  causes  of  Death  at  the  various 
age  groups. 

The  birth  rates  and  death  rates  for  the  year  1940  in  the  Burghs, 
the  County  Landward  Area  and  the  County  as  a whole  are  shown  in 
Table  II.  of  Appendix.  The  average  rates  i.e.  the  mean  of  the  rates 
in  each  of  the  five  preceding  years  are  also  recorded  together  with 
the  rates  for  Scotland  atf  given  in  the  Preliminary  Return  of  the 
Registrar  General. 


MEDICAL  SERVICES. 

Maternity  Service  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme. 

Infantile  Mortality. — The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under 
one  year  of  age  was  47  being  4 less  than  last  year’s  figure.  The 
infantile  mortality  rate  (rate  per  1000  births)  was  80  which  showed 
a decrease  of  7 on  last  year’s  figure  and  an  increase  of  12  on  the 
average  for  the  last  five  years. 

Congenital  debility,  premature  birth,  malformations,  etc., 
accounted  for  53.2  per  cent,  of  the  infant  deaths,  while  17.0  per 
cent,  were  due  to  bronchitis  and  pneumonia  and  10.0  per  cent,  to 
diarrhoea. 

Notification  of  Births. — The  number  of  births  (excluding  still 
births)  registered  in  the  County  was  480  of  which  32  were  trans- 
ferred out  while  91  were  transfeiTed  to  this  Area  from  other  Districts 
giving  a total  of  545. 

Of  the  23  still  births  registered  4 were  transferred  to  the  County 
from  other  Districts. 

Maternal  Mortality. -r-There  were  three  maternal  deaths  1 being 
due  to  puerperal  sepsis  and  2 to  other  puerperal  causes.  The  maternal 
mortality  rate  was  5.3  per  1000  live  births  as  compared  with  a rate 
of  4.2  for  Scotland.

G.  General  Report  on  the  working  of  the  Act: — 

Sixteen  midwives  gave  notice  of  intention  to  practice ; in 
the  County  District,  3;  Alloa,  6;  Alva,  2;  Tillicoultry,  3;  and 
Dollar,  2.  Ten  of  the  Midwives  normally  act  as  maternity 
nurses  and  not  as  midwives  although  qualified  to  do  so  in  terms 
of  the  Maternity  Services  (Scotland)  Act,  1937. 

The  inspections  of  midwives  throughout  the  year  numbered 
34. 
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Maternity  Services  (Scotland)  Act,  1937. — The  County 
Council  Scheme  under  this  Act  ensures  that  women  who  are  to 
he  confined  in  their  own  homes  will  have  adequate  medical 
and  nursing  care  before,  during  and  after  child-birth  should 
they  so  desire  Since  the  inception  of  the  Scheme  on  15th 
September,  1939,  this  is  its  first  complete  year  and  the  results 
have  been  highly  satisfactory.  During  1940  there  were  457 
applicants  and  359  confinements  took  place.  This  means  that 
71  per  cent,  of  the  births  notified  in  the  County  took  place  at 
home  under  the  Maternity  Services  Scheme. 

Twenty-three  mothers  had  to  have  their  confinements  in 
Hospital,  while  4 received  ante-natal  treatment  in  Hospital. 

Following  an  application  by  the  County  Council,  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  for  Scotland  made  an  Order,  under'  Section  6 
(2)  of  the  Act,  prohibiting  any  person  who  was  neither  a certi- 
fied midwife,  nor  a registered  general  nurse  from  acting  for 
gain  as  a maternity  nurse.

is  educational.  Mothers  are  instructed  in  elementary  child 
hygiene  and  given  advice  on  the  care  of  their  own  children.  In 
order  that  a defect  in  a child  can  be  quickly  remedied  the 
mother  must  attend  regularly  and  inform  the  doctor  or  the 
nurse  of  any  abnormality.  Apparently  healthy  children  should 
also  be  examined  periodically  since  a slight  defect,  obvious  to 
the  doctor,  might  well  escape  the  mother’s  eye.  Mothers  should, 
therefore,  have  no  hesitation  in  consulting  the  doctor  for  in 
most  cases  even  the  mother  of  a healthy  child  will  receive  some 
benefit. 

There  are  three  child  welfare  clinics  held  in  the  County  as 
under : — 
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(1)  Alloa.  Every  Thursday  afternoon  from  3-4,  in  V.M.C.A. 

Headquarters.  A Doctor  is  in  attendance  on  1st 
and  3rd  Thursdays  of  each  month. 

(2)  Alva.  Every  Tuesday  afternoon  from  3-4,  in  West 

Church  Hall.  A Doctor  is  in  attendance  on  the 
2nd  Tuesday  of  each  month. 

(3)  Tillicoultry.  Every  Thursday  afternoon  from  3-4,  in 

British  Legion  Hall,  Hamilton  Street.  A Doctor 
is  in  attendance  on  the  4th  Thursday  of  each 
month. 

Attendances. — The  attendances  of  mothers  at  the  Child 
Welfare  Centres  were: — Alloa,  1222;  Alva.  373;  Tillicoultry, 
1555''.  The  attendances  of  children  were: — Alloa.  1310;  A

— One  application  for  a home  help  was 
received  and  granted. 

Educational. — Talks  and  demonstrations  on  War  time 
cookery  were  given  at  child  welfare  clinics  by  the  Voluntary 
Helpers.  An  ex-hospital  dietician  drafted  suitable  war-time 
menus,  copies  of  which  were  given  to  the  mothers  during  her 
talk.

V.  Sanitary  Condition  of  Schools. 

Improvements  and  repairs  carried  out  in  the  Schools  dur- 
ing ihe  past  year  may  be  summarised  as  follows : — 

1.  The  additional  practical  rooms,  gymnasium  and  spray 
baths  at  Alloa  Technical  and  Commercial  School  are  now 
in  full  use. 

2.  Additions  to  Tillicoultry  School  consisting  of  classrooms, 
practical  rooms,  gymnasium,  and  spray  baths  are  now  in 
occupation.  This  school  would  have  had  ample  accom- 
modation but  for  a fire  which  took  place  in  June  when  the 
whole  of  the  old  building  comprising  thirteen  classrooms 
was  destroyed.  Local  halls  are  being  used  as  temporary 
school  premises. 

3.  The  new  heating  system  for  the  Infant  Department  of 
Dollar  Public  School  which  was  delayed  last  year  has  now 
been  completed. 

4.  The  heating  of  Tullibody  Public  School  has  been 
improved  by  the  installation  of  a new  boiler  and  more 
radiators. 

5.  All  windows,  in  schools  have  been  painted  with  an  anti- 
shatter material. 

6.  Surface  Air  raid  shelters  have  been  constructed  at  schools 
in  Alloa,  Sauchie,  Tullibody,  Clackmannan,  Alva  and 
Tillicoultry,  while  at  Fishcross  a spare  classroom  lias 
been  converted  into  a shelter. 

7.  Painter  work  was  carried  out  at  Alloa  Academy,  Dollar 
Public  School  and  St.  John's  School  (completion)  and 
the  additions  at  Tillicoultry  and  Alloa  Technical  and 
Commercial  School  Avere  painted.

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The  Supply  ol  Food,  Boots  and  Clothing. 

After  the  evacuation  of  children  to  the  County  two  communal 
feeding  schemes  were  inaugurated.  The  one  in  Tillicoultry  School 
catered  for  49  evacuated  children  and  0 local  children.  This  centre 
continues  to  flourish  and  an  appetising  well-balanced  two-course 
meal  is  attractively  served  at  a cost  of  lid  per  head.  The  other 
centre  was  in  Alloa  where  34  evacuees  and  10  local  children  attended 
from  various  schools.  When  the  evacuees  returned  home  the  centre 
was  closed. 

The  Horlick's  Scheme,  which  was  instituted  in  November,  1984, 
has  been  continued  during  the  session.  In  all,  five  schools  partici- 
pated and  the  number  of  children  varied  from  328  to  527.  Latterly 

two  of  the  schools  changed  to  the  Milk  Marketing!  Board’s  Scheme. 
{ . 

The  Milk  Marketing  Board’s  Scheme,  instituted  on  7th. May, 
1935,  has  operated  during  the  session.  The  number  of  children  par- 
ticipating has  varied  from  1306  to  2154.  The  number  of  schools  in 
the  Scheme  at  the  end  of  the  session  was  14. 

Ten  children,  9 local  and  one  evacuee,  were  supplied  with 
nourishment  on  the  School  Medical  Officer’s  recommendation.  Two 
cases  were  refused. 

During  the  year  280  children  were  supplied  with  boots  and  or 
plothing  through  the  Joint  Committees  of  the  Education  Commit- 
tees, Public  Assistance  Committees  and  School  Management  Com- 
mittees. Some  had  their  boots  repaired.  Others  were  supplied 
with  boots  through  special  funds  which  exist  in  Alloa  and  Dollar.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  including 
Tuberculosis  notified  was  374.  This  figure  shows  an  increase  of  97 
on  the  total  for  1939  and  may  be  compared  with  338  in  1938;  375 
in  1937 ; 292  in  1936  and  445  in  1935. 


Table  III.  of  Appendix  gives  details  of  the  cases  notified. 

Cerebro-S pinal  Fever. — Twenty-three  cases  were  notified,  an 
increase  of  19  on  last  year’s  figure.  There  was  one  death. 

Diphtheria. — During  the  year  124  cases  of  diphtheria  were  noti- 
fied. This  is  the  highest  number  recorded  in  the  County  since  the 
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year  1393,  when  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act  was 
adopted.  The  disease  was  also  prevalent  in  1913  and  1928  when  101 
and  102  cases  were  notified  respectively. 

All  but  1 of  the  eases  were  removed  to  hospital.  Two  children 
died. 

Forty- six  of  the  notified  cases  occurred  in  Alva,  the  Greenhead 
Area  being  mainly  affected.  The  first  case  was  notified  in  February 
while  the  others  continued  to  be  notified  throughout  the  remainder 
of  the  year. 

Immunisation. — A Memorandum  outlining  the  advantages  of 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  a Proposed  Scheme  for  the 
County  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  and  Education  Com- 
mittees in  January,  1941.  Both  Committees  gave  their  whole- 
hearted support  to  the  Scheme,  and  as  a result  facilities  will  be  avail- 
able early  in  1941  for  school  and  pre-school  children  to  be  immunised 
free  of  charge  at  the  schools  throughout  the  County. 

Dysentery. — Three  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  but  were 
not  confirmed  bacteriologically. 

Erysipelas. — There  were  13  cases  of  which  5 were  removed  to 
Hospital. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — Of  the  4 cases  notified  2 were  re- 
moved to  Hospital.  In  no  case  was  vision  impaired. 

Pneumonia. — All  forms  of  this  disease  accounted  for  113  cases 
or  30  per  cent,  of  notifications  and  84  of  those  affected  were  treated 
in  Plospital. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. — The  one  case  of  this  disease  notified  was 
transferred  to  an  Orthopaedic  Hospital  for  treatment. 

Puerperal  Infection. — The  five  cases  notified  recovered  in  Hos- 
pital. There  was  one  death  due  to  puerperal  sepsis,  transferred 
from  another  area. 

Scarlet  Fever. — There  were  36  cases  notified,  compared  with  94 
in  1939,  and  all  were  removed  to  Plospital.  There  were  no  deaths 
from  this  cause. 
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Enteric  Fever. — Four  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  and  four  c ases  of 
para-typhoid  B.  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year.  There  were 
no  cases  last  year. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. — At  the  end  of  the  year  77  persons  re- 
sident in  the  County  were  known  to  be  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  The  number  of  cases  notified  was  23  as  compared  with 
17  in  1939.  The  yearly  average  was  20.8  for  the  five  years  previous 
to  1940.

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In  his  capacity  as  Tuberculosis  Officer  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  had  323  attendances  of  patients  af  his  Office  compared  with 
358  attendances  last  year. 

The  District  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors  paid  449  visits  to  cases 
of  tuberculosis  made  up  as  follows: — County  Distri  st,  297;  Alloa, 
122 ; Alva,  10 ; Tillicoultry,  4 ; Dollar,  10. 

There  were  38  cases  receiving  domiciliary  treatment  with  extra 
nourishment  continued  from  last  year  and  28  similar  cases  at  the 
end  of  this  year. 

Venereal  Disease. — The  returns  for  the  Stirling  Centre  for  the 
year  ohovv  that,  from  this  County,  there  were  34  new  cases  of  whom 
18  were  found  not  to  be  suffering  from  venereal  disease,  360  attend- 
ances were  made  by  old  and  new  patients  and  there  was  an  aggre- 
gate of  28  “in-patient  days”  of  patients  treated  in  the  Wards. 

No  case  from  this  Area  received  Treatment  in  Falkirk  Royal 
Infirmary. 

HOSPITALS. 

The  County  Council  is  in  combination  with  other  Local  Auth- 
orities for  the  maintenance  and  management  of  Ochil  Hills  Sana- 
torium, near  Milnathort,  Stirling  Poor  Law  Hospital  (Orchard 
House),  Stirling,  Taylorton  Smallpox  Hospital,  near  Stirling,  and 
the  V.D.  Centres  at  Stirling  Royal  Infirmary  and  Falkirk  Roya'l 
Infirmary.

The  condition  of  the  children  on  arrival  was  good.  ' A few  suff- 
ered from  minor  skin  diseases  and  nits  in  the  hair.  The  latter  con- 
dition was  treated  by  the  householder.

One  billeting  officer  stated  that  as 
many  as  22  per  cent  suffered  from  this  condition ; a proportion 
improved  when  they  settled  to  their  new  surroundings  and  received 
sympathetic  treatment  from  the  foster-parents. 

A few  cases  suffering  from  enuresis  and  skin  conditions  were 
sent  to  a hostel  at  Bridge  of  Allan  in  the  County  of  Stirling. 

The  evacuees  were  well  received  by  householders  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  some,  who  only  expected  children,  were  asked  to  take 
mothers  also. 

Many  returned  home  after  a short  stay  and  by  December,  1939, 
there  remained  56  per  cent,  in  the  Landward  Area ; 32  per  cent,  in 
Alloa  Burgh;  13  per  cent,  in  Dollar  Burgh,  and  52  per  cent,  in 
Tillicoultry  Burgh.  By  December,  1940.  these  figures  had  fallen  to 
11  per  cent,  in  the  Landward  Area;  7 per  cent,  in  Alloa  Burgh;  33 
per  cent,  in  Alva  Burgh  ; 0.5  per  cent,  in  Dollar  Burgh,  and  33  per- 
cent. in  Tillicoultry  Burgh. 

The  reasons  given  for  the  return  home  are  various.  Some 
objected  to  the  family  being  divided  when  the  bombing  anticipated 
did  not  take  place.  Cithers  found  it  too  costly  to  live  in  billets  and 
also  maintain  the  home  they  had  left.  Children  became  unsettled 
by  frequent  visits  from  parents  and  desired  to  be  taken  home. 
Some  found  this  area  too  quiet  and  ai  few  did  not  agree  with  the 
recipients. 

When  bombing  became  more  frequent,  evacuees  found  their 
way  to  this  County  mainly  from  the  London  area.  At  31st  Decem- 
ber, 1940,  there  were  82  school  children,  44  pre-school  children  and 
37  mothers  who  were  official  evacuees.  There  are  also  many  unoffi- 
cial evacuees.  In  some  cases,  this  influx  leads  to  overcrowding,  a 
condition  which  must  be  avoided  if  a high  degree  of  health  is  to  be 
maintained.  While  the  norml  overcrowding  standard  has  neces- 
sarily been  exceeded  in  some  instances,  an  effort  is  being  made  to 
keep  the  numbers  in  individual  houses  as  small  as  possible. 
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Clackmannan  County 
(Landward  Area) 


1.  Housing: — (a)  Sufficiency  of  Working  Class  Houses. 

Fifty-two  houses  were  built  and  let  by  the  County  Council  in 
1940  for  the  relief  of  overcrowding. 

This  brings  the  total  number  of  houses  built  by  the  Council  to 
1,118  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  addition  nineteen  houses  were  built  by  private  enterpri-e 
during  the  year. 

The  work  of  re-construction  was  begun  on  10  of  the  42  houses 
belonging  to  Alloa  Coal  Company  at  Fishcross,  to  which  referen  e 
was  made  in  last  year’s  report,  but  none  of  them  had  been  com- 
pleted at  the  end  of  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  work  was  being  carried  out  with  great 
difficulty  on  32  houses. 

(b)  Habitability  of  existing  houses. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-two  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to 
dwelling-houses  under  the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District ) Regula- 
tions (Scotland),  1928.  Seventy-five  of  the  houses  inspected  were 
found  to  be  defective  in  varying  degrees  and  although  no  statutory7 
action  was  taken  in  respect  of  these  houses  owing  to  the  war,  it  was 
found  possible  in  some  of  the  worst  cases  to  have  conditions  some- 
what improved.  Any  such  improvements,  however,  are  generally 
of  a makeshift  character  in  the  existing  circumstances  and  are  there- 
fore only  temporary  expedients. 

(cl  Overcrowding. 

The  52  houses  completed  by  the  Council  in  1949  were  utilised 
for  the  relief  of  overcrowding,  but  the  problem,  never  an  easy  one. 
was  considerably  aggravated  by  various  factors  such  as  evacuation 
and  billeting  of  military,  which  the  wjar  called  into  being.  In  spite 
of  the  great  difficulties,  however,  some  progress  was  made  in  abating 
overcrowding  in  the  district  either  by  direct  transfer  of  overcrowded 
families  to  larger  houses  or  by  the  “decanting”  process. 

It  was  also  found  possible  to  do  something  in  the  way  of  pro- 
viding more  accommodation  for  families  where  special  circum- 
stances. e.g.  chronic  ill-health,  existed  but  efforts  in  this  direction 
were  obviously  limited. 
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(d)  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Acts,  1926-1938  and  Housing 
(Agricultural  Population)  (Scotland)  Act,  1938. 

Work  was  being  carried  out  under  one  or  other  of  these  Acts  on 
11  houses  during  the  year  and  in  four  of  these  cases,  the  work  was 
completed  in  1940.  The  remaining  10  houses  formed  part  of  the 
Scheme  referred  to  in  last  year’s  report  for  the  conversion  of  1 four 
apartment  and  41  two  apartment  houses  at  Fishcross  into  1 four 
apartment  and  30  three  apartment  houses  with  bathroom,  scullery, 
hot  and  cold  water,  etc. 

Work  on  this  scheme  was  only  carried  on  with  great  difficulty 
during  the  year  and  considerable  delay  was  experienced. 

Grant  was  paid  during  the  year  in  respect  of  three  houses  where 
work  under  the  Rural  Workers  Acts  had  been  completed.  This 
makes  a total  of  175  houses  in  respect  of  which  the  County  Council 
has  paid  grant  since  the  scheme  of  assistance  under  the  Rural 
Workers  Acts  came  into  operation. 

Grant  was  also  paid  during  the  year  in  respect  of  two  houses 
erected  under  the  Housing  (Agricultural  Population)  (Scotland) 
Act,  1938. 

2.  Vital  Statistics. 

The  number  of  births  corrected  for  transfers  was  180  (94  males 
and  86  females)  of  which  8 were  illegitimate.  There  were'  9 still 
births. 

There  were  81  marriages  registered. 

Deaths  corrected  for  transfers  numbered  142  (72  males,  70 
females).  There  were  11  deaths  of  children  under  1 year  of  age. 
The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Cancer  13,  Cerebral  Haemorrhage 
20,  Heart  Disease  27,  Bronchitis  13. 

Oiher  particulars  may  be  obtained  from  Table  II.  of  Appendix. 

3.  Factories.  • 

Forty-eight  visits  of  inspection  were  paid  to  these  premises  and 
in  the  course  of  these  visits,  two  defects  (unclean  sanitary  conven- 
iences) were  noted  and  found  subsequently  remedied. 


Burgh  of  Alloa 


p 1.  Housing: — (a)  Sufficiency  of  Working  Class  Houses. 

19  houses  were  built  by  the  Town  Council  in  1940,  making  a 
total  of  1189  since  the  beginning  of  building  operations  after  the 
last  war. 
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A start  was  made  during  the  year  vvitji  the  erection  of  84  houses 
at  Hutton  Park  Site,  this  being  a proportion  of  the  number  (172) 
originally  decided  upon. 

(b)  Habitability  of  Existing  Houses. 

During  the  year,  113  visits  of  inspection  were  paid  to  dwelling- 
houses  under  the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations 
(Scotland),  1928.  In  twenty-nine  cases  the  houses  inspected  were 
found  to  be  in  various  stages  of  disrepair  and  in  some  of  these  cases 
it  was  possible  to  have  measures  of  a palliative  nature  taken  with 
a view  to  somewhat  improving  conditions.  The  amount  of  action 
of  this  nature  which  was  found,  possible  was,  however,  limited,  but 
every  effort  was  made  to  have  the  very  worst  cases  ameliorated. 

(c)  Clearance  or  Re-development  Areas. 

No  progress  could  be  made  with  the  proposed  clearance  area  at 
Sliillinghill,  King  Street  and  Back  o’  Dykes  during  the  year  on 
account  of  the  war. 

(d)  Overcrowding. 

The  re-housing  activities  of  the  Town  Council  were  again  dir- 
ected to  the  relief  of  overcrowding  either  directly  or  indirectly  and 
during  the  year  the  houses  built  by  the  Council  were  used  for  this 
purpose  either  by  the  direct  transfer  thereto  of  families  living  in 
overcrowded  conditions  or  by  the  “decanting”  process.  A propor- 
tion of  the  houses  erected  in  1940  was  used  for  the  re-housing  of 
families  whose  overcrowded  conditions  were  aggravated  by  chronic 
illness  or  other  exceptional  circumstances. 

2.  Vital  Statistics. 

The  number  of  births  corrected  for  transfers  was  220  (114 
males,  97  females)  of  which  8 were  illegitimate  and  9 were  still 
births. 

There  were  118  marriages  registered. 

Deaths  corrected  for  transfers  numbered  163  (89  males,  74 
females).  There  were  23  deaths  of  children  under  1 year  of  age. 
The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Cancer  17,  Cerebral  Haemorrhage 
12,  Heart  Disease  33.  Bronchitis  10.  Pneumonia  9,  Congenital 
Debility  13,  Violence  10,  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  11,  and  the  prin- 
cipal epidemic  diseases  13.

3.  Factories. 

These  premises  were  inspected  on  53  occasions  in  1940.  During 
these  inspections  three  defects  were  noted  (lack  of  cleanliness  2, 
and  insufficient  sanitary  accommodation).  In  every  ease,  these 
defects  were  duly  remedied. 
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Burgh  of  Alva 


1.  Housing,  (a).  Sufficiency  of  Working-Class  Houses. 

Work  was  being  carried  out  during  the  year  on  four  3-apartment 
and  four  4-apartment  houses  at  Johnstone  Street.  No  new  houses 
were  completed  by  the  Council  in  1940.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore, 
that  owing  to  the  war,  the  Housing  activities  of  the  Town  Council 
have,  like  those  of  all  other  Local  Authorities,  been  considerably 
reduced.  The  total  number  of  houses  built  by  the  Town  Council 
since  1920,  therefore,  remains  the  same  as  last  year,  261. 

(b) .  Habitability  of  Existing  Houses. 

Under  the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations  (Scot- 
land), 1928,  25  inspections  of  dwelling-houses  were  made.  Some  of 
the  houses  inspected  (3)  were  in  a condition  which,,  in  normal 
times,  would  have  involved  action  for  closure  or  demolition  under 
Sectiou  16  of  the  Housing  (Scotland)  Act,  1930.  In  place  of  this, 
unfortunately,  one  had  to  be  content  with  the  unsatisfactory  course 
of  having  some  temporary  repairs  carried  out. 

(c) .  Overcrowding. 

Overcrowding  was  relieved  wherever  possible  during  the  year, 
but  owing  to  prevailing  circumstances  and  the  fact  that  no  new 
houses  were  completed  by  the  Town  Council  during  the  year,  action 
of  this  kind  was  considerably  curtailed. 

2.  Vital  Statistics. 

The  number  of  births  corrected  for  transfers  was  59  (31  males, 
28  females),  of  which  4 were  illegitimate.  There  were  2 still  births. 

There  were  56  marriages  registered. 

Deaths  corrected  for  transfers  numbered  62  (31  males,  31 
females) . There  were  6 deaths  of  children  under  1 year  of  age.  The 
"h ief  causes  of  death  were  Cancer  6,  Heart  Disease  17,  Bronchitis 
5,  and  Old  Age  6.

3.  Factories. 

In  terms  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  16  inspections  were  made 
of  Factories  and,  arising  out  of  these  inspections,  one  defect  (want 
of  cleanliness)  was  found.  The  attention  of  the  occupier  was  drawn 
to  this  and,  at  a subsequent  visit,  it  was  found  remedied. 
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Burgh  of  Tillicoultry 


1.  Housing,  (a).  Sufficiency  of  Working-Class  Houses. 

Twelve  of  the  48  houses  referred  to  in  last  year’s  report  as  being 
under  construction  at  Jamieson  Gardens  were  completed  and  occu- 
pied in  1940.  These  12  houses  brought  the  total  number  of  houses 
built  by  the  Council  since  1920  to  234. 

(b) .  Habitability  of  Existing  Houses. 

Nineteen  visits  of  inspection  were  paid  to  dwelling-houses  lur- 
ing the  year  in  terms  of  the  Housing  Inspection  of  District  i Regula- 
tions (Scotland),  1928.  In  three  cases  the  houses  visited  were  in 
such  a condition  as  would  have  necessitated  action  by  way  of  closure 
or  demolition  in  normal  times.  Statutory  action  of  this  kind  was 
not  taken  in  these  cases  and  instead,  it  was  found  possible  to 
improve  conditions  somewhat,  as  a purely  temporary  measure. 

(c)  . Overcrowding. 

Overcrowding  was  relieved  by  the  Town  Council  wherever  pos- 
sible during  the  year,  but  efforts  in  this  direction  were  spasmodic 
and  little  real  progress  was  achieved.  This  cannot  be  wondered  at 
in  the  prevailing  circumstances  with  the  attendant  movement  of  the 
population  and  transfer  of  industries. 

2.  Vital  Statistics. 

The  number  of  births  corrected  for  transfers  was  TS  (40  males, 
38  females),  of  which  5 were  illegitimate.  There  were  2 still  births. 

There  were  48  marriages  registered. 

Deaths  corrected  for  transfers  numbered  53  (25  males  and  28 
females) . There  were  0 deaths  of  children  under  1 year  of  age.  The 
chief  causes  of  death  were  Cancer  6.  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  0. 
Heart  Disease  12.

3.  Factories. 

Factory  premises  were  visited  on  1 I occasions  under  the  Fac- 
tories Act,  1937.  No  contravemions  of  (he  Act  were  noted.

1.  Housing,  (a).  Sufficiency  of  Working  Class  Houses. 

No  building  operations  were  carried  out  by  the  Town  Council 
in  1940. 

(b) .  Habitability  of  Existing  Houses. 

During  the  year  six  inspections  were  made  of  dwelling-houses 
in  terms  of  the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations  (Scot- 
land) 1928.  One  of  the  houses  inspected  was  considered  unfit  for 
human  habitation,  but  it  was  not  possible  to  take  any  statutory 
action  in  connection  with  it.  Instead  arrangements  were  made  to 
have  some  work  of  a temporary  nature  carried  out. 

(c) .  Overcrowding. 

This  problem  had  been  largely  solved  in  the  Burgh  by  the  Coun- 
cil's Housing  activities  but  with  the  movement  of  population  due  to 
present  circumstances,  there  will  doubtless  be  a few  cases  of  over- 
crowding still  in  the  Burgh. 

Any  such  overcrowding  can  be  considered  largely  of  a temporary 
nature  and  the  normal  position  in  the  Burgh  in  respect  of  over- 
crowding is  satisfactory. 

2.  Vital  Statistics. 

The  number  of  births  corrected  for  transfers  was  17  (6  males, 
11  females)  of  which  2 were  illegitimate.  There  was  1 still  birth. 

There  were  20  marriages  registered. 

Deaths  corrected  for  transfers  numbered  82  (11  males,  21 
females).  One  child  died  under  one  year  of  age.  The 
chief  causes  of  death  were  Cancer  7,  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  0,  and 
Heart  Disease  8.

3.  Factories. 

Seven  visits  were  paid  to  these  premises  in  1940.  In  one  case 
it  was  found  necessary  to  draw  the  occupier’s  attention  to  the  need 
for  limewashing  and  the  work  was  subsequently  carried  out. 

At  all  other  visits  no  contravention  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937, 
or  Regulations  thereunder  was  noted.

Nuisances. 

As  a result  of  investigation  and  complaints  received,  forty-eight 
nuisances  were  dealt  with  in  1940.  Nothing  calling  for  special 
mention  occurred  and  all  the  nuisances  were  generally  quickly 
remedied. 

% 

Two  houses  were  successfully  treated  for  the  eradication  of 
vermin. 

Offensive  Trades,  Slaughterhouses,  etc. 

Eight  visits  were  paid  to  the  knackery  during  the  year.  Since 
the  manufacture  of  manure,  etc.  ceased  here,  conditions  have 
greatly  improved.  The  main  trouble  is  now  rat  infestation  and  a 
sustained  effort  will  be  required  if  any  considerable  reduction  in 
the  number  of  rats  frequenting  these  premises  is  to  be  secured. 
The  whole  question  was  under  discussion  with  the  proprietor  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Three  hundred  and  eighty-one  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were 
notified  in  1940,  three  hundred  and  twenty-two  of  them  being  re- 
moved to  hospital  and  the  remainder  treated  at  home.  In 
connection  therewith,  339  visits  of  enquiry  were  made,  292  houses 
were  disinfected  and  112  notices  were  sent  to  headmasters  intimat- 
ing the  existence  of  Infectious  Diseases  among  scholars  and 
contacts. 


Fifty-five  library  books  were  disinfected  and  returned  to  various 
libraries  during  the  year. 

Milk  Pixiduction. 

There  were  on  the  Dairy  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year,  39 
producers  premises  which  together  with  other  registered  and  unre- 
gistered Dairy  Premises  were  visited  on  124  occasions  in  1940 
Apart  from  a few  minor  breaches  of  the  Dairy  Byelaws  which  were 
noted  from  time  to  time  and  pointed  out  to  the  occupiers,  little 
cause  for  complaint  was  observed.  The  structural  condition  of 
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premises  on  the  whole  is  reasonably  satisfactory  and  due  attention 
was  paid  to  cleanliness  of  premises  and  animals.  In  one  or  two 
cases,  improvements  in  milking  methods  were  secured.  It  was 
found  that  there  was  an  increase  in  the  use  of  mechanical  milkers 
during  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  in  the  County  14  producers 
licensed  to  use  Special  Designations.  These  licences  covered  16 
premises  and  related  to  the  following  Special  Designations,  viz. : — 
“Certified,”  2;  “Tuberculin  Tested.”  6;  and  “Standard,”  8. 
Samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and  chemical 
analyses  throughout  the  year  and  the  producers  of  unsatisfactory 
samples  were  specially  visited  or  communicated  with  and  the  mean- 
ing of  the  result  pointed  out  to  them.  In  this  way,  efforts  were  made 
to  effect  an  improvement  and  secure  the  production  of  clean  milk. 

The  approximate  total  number  of  animals  found  in  registered 
producers’  premises  at  one  inspection  was  1,100. 

Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928. 

The  following  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  under  this 
Act,  yiz.: — Official  (8) — all  sweet  milk;  Informal  (42)— 17  sweet 
milk ; 1 Pasteurised  Milk ; 1 Certified  Milk ; 3 Mince ; 5 Sausages ; 
2 Whole  Eice ; 1 Sugar ; 2 Barley ; 1 Tea ; 1 Custard  Powder ; 1 
Cornflour ; 1 Castor  Oil ; 1 Olive  Oil ; 1 Sago : 1 Flour ; 1 Oatmeal ; 
1 Tinned  Salmon  and  1 Butter. 

Of  the  informal  samples,  5 sweet  milks  were  reported  to  be 
below  the  presumptive  standard ; one  sample  of  mince  was  found 
to  contain  preservative  during  the  prohibited  period  ; one  sample  of 
sliced  sausage  was  found  to  contain  preservative  in  excess  of  the 
permitted  amount ; two  samples  of  sweet  milk  were  lost  in  transit 
and  the  remaining  samples  were  reported  genuine. 

Four  of  the  official  samples  were  reported  to  be  below  the 
presumptive  standard  and  the  remainder  were  reported  to  be 
genuine. 

The  four  non-genuine  official  samples  were  taken  from  a pro- 
ducer outwith  the  County  on  delivery  to  a retailer  in  the  County 
following  upon  non-genuine  test  samples.  On  consideration  of  ail 
the  circumstances  in  this  case,  the  Local  Authority  issued  an  official 
warning  and  thereafter  this  producer  ceased  delivering  milk  in  this 
area. 

Unsound  Food. 

During  the  year,  ihe  following  articles  were  condemned  as  unfit 
for  human  consumption  and  destroyed  or  otherwise  disposed  of 
viz. : — 4 tons  beetroot ; 22  lbs.  tinned  meat ; 8 cwt.  butcher  meat;  4 
lb.  Pork  Brawn  and  one  tin  of  whole  frozen  eggs. 
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Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  (Scotland),  1921. 

Butchers’  Shops. — During  the  year  84  visit.-  of  inspection  were 
paid  to  butchers’  shops  throughout  the  County  by  the  Veterinary 
Inspector. 

The  amount  of  diseased*  and  unsaleable  meat  seized  and 
destroyed  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  was  79£  lbs.,  an  increa-e 
of  494  lbs.  on  last  year’s  total. 

Abattoirs. — These  premises  (9)  were  inspected  on  222 
sions  during  1940  and  7 tons,  14  cwts..  2 qrs.,  16  lbs.  of  unsound 
meat  were  condemned,  the  corresponding  figure  for  1939  being  3 
tons,  15  cwts.,  3 qrs.,  24  lbs.
